breaking up the practice a policeman 
has been detailed for special service on 
the occasion of entertainments at the 
opera house or elsewhere, whose duty 
it shall be to promptly arrest every boy 
or person who indulges iu any demon- 
stration calculated to aunoy or disturb 
either the performers or the audience. 
So then parents whose children indulge 
in tho practice of disturbing meetings or 
assemblies of any kind may expect that 
those children will be dealt with ac- 
cording to law. We give below the 
full text of that section of one of our 
city ordinances, whicli bears upon the 
matter in question: 


"Any two or more boys, who in the 


night time may be assembled together 
and disturbing any lawlul assembly of 
persons or making any unusual noiae or 
disturbance, to the disquiet or annoy- 
ance of the neighborhood, or who may 
be found loitering or stiolling about, or 
who shall not disperse and go to their 
several homea when required by the 
Mayor or any police oJllcer, shall each 
severally^be subject to a penalty not 
exceeding five dollars in eauhcaie-."
